This was about two months befora the nego- 
tiations between Russis and Korea for a Treaty 
of Commerce wore entered on, Tho Editor of 
L'Echo de Shanghiti says he is authorised to 
guaranted the fidelity of the copy, which has boen 
farnishod to him by a correspot:lout in Japan. 
Tho memorandum isof grdat intorost as showing 
how thoroughly the Viceroy was determined 
to keep up China's control over Korea, aveu two 
years ago, when the latter had been allowed to 
make treaties av an indopendant state, and how 
carefully HE. Li kept his eyes open to all that 
was passing on the froutier of Korea and Siberia, 
Tho distrust’ of Russia evinced is very cbarac- 
teristic, og are the hints that Russia is not 
nierely asking for tradal faojlitics, and that 
stronger nations always troat’ the weaker with 
injustice. At'the same time, says the cantious 
Viooroy, you must make a treaty now yon have
